TO ATTRACT THOUSANDS 

A simple procedure for 
marking out the path of totali- 
ty for the eclipse of the sun 
on July 20, 1963, is being pre- 
sented by the Maine Depart- 
ment of Heonomie Development 
ag a result of consultations 
with its advisory committee of 
Maine College scientists, 

Form the center line of the 
path of totality: On a map of 
Maine draw a Hne from just 
north of Meyantic, Quebec, 
Canada, through Bar Harbor. 
This line will pass almost ex- 
actly through Pleasant Pond 
Village, off Route 201, just 
northeast of Caratunk; also 
approximately through Kings- 
bury (Route 16); Corina 
(Route 7); South Orrington 
(Route 16); and East Surry, 
south of Ellaworth, 

For the southern edge of the 


‘ path of totality: From a point 1 


about four miles northeast of 
the junction of the Maine, New 
Hampshire and Quebec borders, 
dyvaw a Une through the town 
of Stonington, on the coast, 
This Hne avill cross Route 16 
between Rangeley and Strat- 
ton; pass through New FPort- 
Jand; Benton on Route 100 
Alt: Just northeast of Water- 
ville: and just south of Bel- 
fat, on Route One, a 

For the northern edge of to- 
tility: Draw a line from just 
north of Armstrong, Quebec, 
through Jonesport in Washing- 
ton County. This line will pass 
just south of Rockwood, on 
Moosehead Lake: ulso through 
Milo and Columbia, the Intter 
on Route One in Washington 
County, 

Exactness of the various 
spotting points will depend on 
the accuracy of the map used, 

At the Maine-Quebee border, 
the path of totality will be 66 
miles wide. At the Panobseot 
River. it will be 68 miles wide. 
At the Quebee border, the dura- 
tion of totality will be about 
62 aeconds. At Bar Harbor, it 
will be 59 seeonds, 

The altitude of the sun at 
the mid-eclipse point will be 
26 degrees at the Canadian bor.

hor, This means that dor elear 
views of the eclipse, there 
should be no obstructions In 
the Hue of sight greater than 
the respective number of de- 
grees above the western hori-

will be 6:42 y. m., Eastern Day-« 
light Time, at the Canadian 
horder; 6:43 7. m, EDT at 
Cambridge: and 3:44.80 9, m, 
nt Bur Haxhor. These time 
cheeks aye closely approximate 
and willbe sefined as further 
inhuJations are made available, 

The diuvation of totality will 
be reduced:at points away from 
the center line, but the pereen. 
dase of duration will remain 
surprisingly high, as mueh as 
48 to 52 stennda, at about six 
ta eight miles Inside both edges 
of the path of totality. Prom 
there to the edges of the path 
duration falla off rapidly, being 
only a possible fraction of a 
second at the very edge. Views 
ing points as much as 16 to 20 
miles cither side of the center 
line of tolality will average aa 
exellent locations, 

A total celipse of the sun 
will not occur in Maine again 
until possibly sometime beyond 
the year 2046, That's the limit 
of celipse tables so far uncov- 
ered by DED. The next total 
eclipse seen in Maine could be 
av far awiy as 360 years, 

Maine and Alaska are the on- 
ly stafes which seill bave next 
yoar'a total eclipse. The Maine 
path ia the most.
